A review of the current book, 
“ Black Majesty," 
dealing 
with 
the intriguing story of the black 
republic in Haiti, by Mrs. George 
H. Davis, provided an interesting 
program at the regular 
weekly 
luncheon of the Rotary club to­ 
day noon at the 
Odd 
Fellows 
Temple. 
"The story is so fantastical, a l­ 
most incredible," said Mrs. Davis, 
“ yet it is historically true," and 
the summary presented by Mrs. 
Davis bore out her 
impression 
and brought to attention the old 
adage tha t 
“ truth 
is stranger 
than fiction.’’ 
Mrs. Davis’ review dealt with 
the main thread of the story tha t 
was woven about an 
historical 
character “ King Henry, First," 
self-styled, who ruled the island 
with an iron hand and was cre­ 
dited with being one of the three 
men responsible for black liberty 
in the western hemisphere. The 
self-appointed king of the island 
was a 
native black, 
born 
in 
squalor, but who 
had 
dreams 
which he placed into 
practical 
operation by putting the island 
on a sound financial, industrial 
and 
agricultural 
basis. 
With 
greater power, however, 
he be­ 
came tyrannical and the 
first 
and last king of Haiti passed out 
by his own hand when destruc­ 
tion at the hands of his people 
seemed probable. 
Mr. Davis $a s in charge of the 
program 
and presented 
Mrs. 
Davis as a “ pinch hitter.’’ A

President Hoover, in a message 
of unusual brevity and direct­ 
ness, recommended to congress 
today the creation of a federal 
faihn board with authority and 
resources to 
remedy 
recurring 
causes of depression in the agri­ 
cultural industry and a limited 
revision of the tariff with a re­ 
organization of the tariff 
com­ 
mission. 
In addition he proposed in 
this, his first state paper, 
the 
completion 
of 
legislation 
in­ 
itiated at the last session for the 
suspension 
of 
the 
national 
origins clause of the immigra­ 
tion act; the taking of the 1930 
census and the reapportionment 
of congressional representation. 
While proposing broad powers 
for the federal farm board, 
the 
chief 
executive 
suggested no 
amount for the revolving fund to 
be furnished by the treasury and 
proposed safeguards for the in­ 
strumentalities and activities to 
be created under the farm relief 
act. 
“ There should be no fee or tax 
imposed upon the farmer," he 
declared, adding tha t govern­ 
ment funds should be furnished 
only upon application of the 
farmer owned 
and controlled 
agencies and then only when 
other services of credit and fa ci­ 
lities are not available at reason­ 
able rates. 
Ir* the matter of revision of 
tariff rates Mr. Hoover declared 
the test in the main was whether 
there had been 
a substantial 
slackening of activity in an in­ 
dustry during the past few years 
and a consequent decrease 
of 
employment due to insurmount­ 
able competition in the products 
of tha t industry.

The President emphasized tha t 
no discrimination against any 
foreign industry was involved in 
equalizing the difference in costs 
of 
production 
at 
home 
and 
abroad and told congress tha t in 
determining changes in the tariff 
account must be taken of the 
broad interests of tlje country as 
a whole, adding tha t such inter­ 
ests include American trade rela­ 
tions with other countries.

Grant Had Trouble 
Ulysses S. Grant, who was re­ 
garded for a time as a third-term 
candidate, had all sorts of trouble 
after he left the W hite House. Ho 
made a world tour during which 
he was honored 
and 
acclaimed 
everywhere. 
But then he entered 
business, which 
he 
knew

about, and suffered severe finan­ 
cial loss. 
He wrote memoirs in 
an effort to recoup and Cong ress 
voted him a g eneral’s pay for life. 
Andrew 
Johnson 
was

booted out before lie finished the 
rest of Abraham Lincoln’s term. 
He stayed in politics and in 1875 
was elected to the Senate, where 
he died after a few months in his 
seat during which he made violent 
attacks on his old enemies. 
In one way or another, most of 
the earlier presidents stayed

public life after leaving the White 
House.

MORE DAYLIGHT SAVING 


A recent survey indicates that the daylight 


saving movement is really growing. Some com- 


nulnities which practised it two years ago have 
discarded the custom now, but so many others 
have taken it up that there is an actual increase 
in the area where it is used. 


During the coming summer, the survey shows, 


more than 25,000,000 persons in this country will 
be rising, working and playing on daylight sav- 
ing schedules. 


It is in the cities that daylight saving is pop- 


ular. The rural districts find it something of a 
hardship. Farmers have always made use of most 
of the' daylight hours. 
They were up and at 


the chores with the rising sun—and ahead of it 
in some seasons—long before city workers djs- 
covered the advantages of such thrift. Daylight 
saving in towns make it necessaty for farmers to 
get their garden, orchard and dairy products to 
the city an hour earlier in the morning, a feat 
neither easy nor comfortable for people whose 
work regularly begins about as early as possible. 


Perhaps, in time, cities that now turn their 


clocks ahead in the spring and back in the fall 
will make it a year-round reform, simply shifting 
the standard time belt in which they normally 
live. That is what happened) in eastern part of 
Ohio, formerly a Central Time region, and now 
in the Eastern Time belt. It would not eliminate 
the fanners' difficulties, but at least it would end 
much confusion, since railroads and local busi- 
nesses would then be in harmony.

Ulysses S. Grant, who was re-

But then he entered 
business, which heP knew little 
about, and suffered severe Jinan-, 
cial loss. He wrote memoirs in 
an effort to recoup aiid Congress 
voted him a general's pay for life. 


Andrew Johnson was nearly

He staye'd in politics and in 1875 
was elected to the Senate, where 
he died after a few months in his 
seat during which he made violent 
attacks on his old enemies.
